TOKIO, June 12.— Neither the Japanese foreign office nor the 
m arine departm ent today had been informed of the seizing in W aka­ 
yama harbor of American yacht Columbia, owned by J. Harvey La- 
dew, of New York. 
The failure of the harbor authorities to notify 
the governments adds to the mystery of the affair. 
W akayama is a closed port, because of its proximity to Ja p an ­ 
ese fortifications and tho law provides that any vessel putting into 
the harbor shall be liable to confiscation and its owner fined 
It is believed by Americans here th at the seizure of the Ladew 
yacht was a mere formality and without any

signifi­

Ladew, who was cruising between Nagasaki and Yokohama 
with his wife. sons, daughter and Miss Hilda Holmes of New’ York, 
put into W akayam a for repairs, supposedly ignorant of the harbor 
law.
